Claims 75-76, 79-100 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regard to 
claims 75-76 and 79-91 , the prior art fails to teach the securing apparatus comprising a 
threaded knob. In regard to claims 92-94, the prior art fails to teach a second securing 
apparatus for attaching the support member to an item placed against the planar 
holding face of the support member. In regard to claims 95-100, the prior art fails to 
teach wherein the second support member is permanently affixed to the base.
